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1 . MR. GEORGE T. KUROBO, FORMER CHIEF OF STAFF OF NIGERIAN 
AIR EORCE AND FORMER NIGERIAN AMBASSADOR TO RUSSIA, TURKEY 
AND IRAN, HAS EORMED COMPANY CALLED INTERNATIONAL AIR 
TRANSPORT NIGERIA LIMITED AND WISHES TO START HELICOPTER 
FERRY SERVICE FROM IKEJA AIRPORT TO LAGOS IN TIME FOR FESTAC, 

THE BLACK ARTS FESTIVAL JAN. 15-FEB. 12. KURUBO HAS 

LETTER FROM FESTAC OEFICES ASKING HIM TO SUBMIT DETAILS 
OF COST, AND SAYS HE HAS BEEN ASSURED BY COMMISSIONER 
IN CHARGE OF FESTAC THAT FESTAC WILL SIGN CHARTER CONTRACT 
WITH HIM IE HE CAN SET UP HELICOPTER FERRY SERVICE IN TIME. 

KURUBO SAYS EESTAC PARTICULARLY CONCERNED ABOUT FAST, SAFE 
TRANSPORTATION FOR VISING HEADS OF STATE AND OTHER VIPS. 

2. KURUBO ALSO ENVISIONS EXPANDING HELPICOPTER AND SMALL 
AIRPLANE CHARTER BUSINESS INTO OTHER AREAS IN FUTURE. HE 
WISHES SET UP COMMUTER SERVICE FOR WHAT HE IS CONVINCED WILL BE 
HEAVY TRAEFIC OF OFFICIALS BETWEEN KADUNA AND NEW FEDERAL CAPITAL. 
SECOND, HE WISHES TO SET UP SIMILAR SERVICE FOR OFFICIALS AND 
OTHERS FROM OWERRI TO PORT HARCOURT. AT PRESENT, IMO STATE 
OFEICIALS VISITING LAGOS MUST TRAVEL FROM OWERRI TO PORT 
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SERVICE FROM BONNY TO PORT HARCOURT TO CARRY TRAFFIC WHICH SURE 
TO BUILD UP WHEN DEVELOPMENT OF TWO LNG PLANTS AND PETROCHEMICAL 
COMPLEX GETS UNDERWAY. FOURTH, KURUBO BELIEVES HE CAN GET MAIL 
DELIVERY CONTRACTS. 

3. KURUBO MADE POINT THAT HE KNOWS FMG ANXIOUS TO GIVE BUSINESS 
TO NIGERIAN OWNED AIR TRANSPORT COMPANIES. IN ADDITION, GIVEN 
KURUBO'S EORMER POSITIONS AND CONNECTIONS AT HIGH LEVELS, NAD 
FACT HE COMES FROM BONNY, HIS CHANCES OF NAILING DOWN OPERATING 
LICENSES AND SEVERAL FAT CHARTER CONTRACTS SEEM PRETTY GOOD. 

4. KURUBO WISHES TO FIND U.S. OR OTHER EIRM WHO CAN PROVIDE 
COMPLETE PACKAGE DEAL NECESSARY TO GET THIS OPERATION UNDERWAY 
BY JANUARY 1977 WHEN FESTAC BEGINS, INCLUDING SUPPLY OF 
APPROPRIATE COMMUTER HILICOPTERS, PILOTS, SPARES, AND MAINTENANCE 
AND MANAGEMENT CONTRACTS. 

5. ACTION REQUESTED: PLEASE CONTACT MAJOR U.S. HELICOPTER 
MANUFACTURERS TO DETERMINE WHO ARE LARGEST AND MOST CAPABLE 
U.S. HELICOPTER COMMUTER SERVICE FIRMS WHO COULD, IN TANDEM 
WITH MANUFACTURER, PROVIDE KIND OF PACKAGE DEAL KURUBO NEEDS, 

AND DETERMINE IE ANY OF THESE ARE INTERESTED IN DISCUSSING 
KURUBO'S PROPOSAL WITH HIM. KURUBO GOING TO LONDOD NOVEMBER 29 
FOR TALKS WITH BRITISH HELICOPTER FIRMS. HE INDICATED HE WOULD 
PREFER TO MEET REPRESENTATIVES OF U.S. FIRMS IN LONDON IF 
POSSIBLE, BUT WOULD ALSO BE WILLING TO GO TO NEW 

YORK IF U.S. FIRM SERIOUSLY INTERESTED IN DISCUSSING JOINT 
VENTURE.
